GENERAL GRaxt aS A 
Master axp Commissary.—The fol- 
lowing interesting bit of history 
was accidentally found in a re- 
view of one of the ledgers of the 
United States Treasury, where 
the amount paid by General Grant 
some years ago, tu make good his 
loss, was refunded, and the fol- 
lowing Act of Congress recorded, 
explanatory of the fact. 

On the 17th day of June, 1862, 
the following Act was passed by 
Congress fur the relief of Licuten- 
ant Ulyses $. Grant: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and | 


House of Representatives of the 
United States of America iu Con. 
gress assembled That in the 
settlements of the accounts with 
the Treasury of Ulyses S. Grant, 
as Commissary and Rezimental 
Qnartermaster,, Fourth infantry, 
there shall bs allowed to the said 
Grant the sum of one thousand 
dollars, on account of the loss of 
that amount of public funds in his 
hands, by theft, on the night of 


the sixteenth of June, eighteen 


hundred and forty-cight, the loss 
being without neglect or fault on 
the part of said Grant. | 

Sec. 2. And be it further enact- 
ed, That, if the said accounts of 
the said Graut have been fully 
settled at the proper accounting 
office of the treasury, and the said 
amount of one thousand dollars 
accounted for, then, and in that 
case, there shall be paid to said 
Grant the sum of one thousand 
dollars out of any money not otb- 
er-wise appropriated,
